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DETAILED ACTION 
Oath/Declaration 

1. The oath or declaration is defective. A new oath or declaration in con5)liance with 37 
CFR 1 .67(a) identifying this appUcation by application number and fihng date is required. See

Drawings 

2. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the multiple layers and tear hne of 
claim 4, the images and words of claim 6 and the material and adhesive of claim 8 must be 
shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

121(d) are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the apphcation. Any amended replacement drawing 
sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, 
even if only one figure is being amended.

Specification 

3. The specification is objected to as failing to provide proper antecedent basis for the 
claimed subject matter. See 37 CFR 1.75(d)(1) and MPEP § 608.01(o). Correction of the 
following is required: basis should be provided for the fitffous material of claim 1 and for the 
material and adhesive of claim 8. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC§112 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctiy claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

5. Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. Claim 1 is replete with indefiniteness. On line 3 "the headgear", on Une 7 "body" 
and on line 1 1 "the upper edge", all, have no antecedent basis. In claim 1 it is unclear whether 
the "stiffener" set forth on lines 5, 10, 1 1, 13, 15 and 16 are the same as or are in addition to the 
stiffener set forth on line 4. On line 10 "and" it appears should be —an-. Regarding claim 1, the 
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phrase "such as" set forth on line 15 renders the claim indefinite because it is unclear whether the 
limitations following the phrase are part of the claimed invention. See MPEP § 2 173, 05(d). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 1-9 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S. C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

Conclusion 

7. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Note particularly, the assemblies for engaging headgears of Simmons, Calvo, Barker, 
Jr., Mertins, Friesen, Cowell, Potochnik, Spell, Sherman, Yanow, Cvijanovich, Brown, Carter, 
Kraft and Bridges.
